City Attorney Charles Mar¬ 
tin remained optimistic Tues¬ 
day afternoon concerning 
franchise negotiations be¬ 
tween the city of Sierra Madre 
and Teleprompter Cable TV, 
but that was after all mem¬ 
bers of the Cable TV Study 
Committee resigned Nov. 30 
the day before. 

Martin said, “I am meet¬ 
ing with their three attor¬ 
neys as many times as are 
necessary to finish (negotia¬ 
tions) by Monday. I think 
we’ll be in. But if we’re being 
strung along or if impa¬ 
tience takes over, then we’ll 
report that we’ll go to court. 
We have been researching both 
alternatives but at the same 
time we’re preparing our case. 
1 think it’s unfortunate the 
committee became impatient 
two weeks early. I would like 
to have finished then also. 
1 would hope they’ll recon¬ 
sider and will help these last 
two weeks. They have a wealth 

of technical information. ” 

When asked pointblank if 
Teleprompter is serious and 
if Martin thinks negotiations 
are productive, he replied, 
‘‘I do. But if I’m wrong, 
we’re ready to go to the court 
action.” 

James H. Ryder, chairman 
of the council-appointed TV 
Study Committee, represent¬ 
ed the other members Mon¬ 
day when he sent copies of 
the mass resignation to all 
City Council members, to 
Martin, City Administrator 
Jim McRea and to the press. 

The statement, addressed 
to Mayor Elaine Rudolph 
is as follows: 


We regret the necessity of 
;submitting our collective re¬ 
signation as a committee 
without accomplishing our 
goals of good TV reception 
for the citizens of Sierra 
Madre. 

The committee finds it 
puzzling that you seem to 
show more regard for a com¬ 
pany with a verified record 
of poor service to the city 
than you do to the citizens’ 
group attempting to improve 
cable TV reception. 

As the events of the City 
Council meeting of Novem¬ 
ber 24, 1981 seem to indi¬ 
cate, your perception of city 
needs in this regard differ 
drastically from the city 
negotiator and the commit¬ 
tee. We fail to understand 
your priorities on how you 
reached the conclusion that 
caused you to cut all dis¬ 
cussion (except your own on 
the cable negotiation). 

Since the cable negotiations 
that the committee has been 
involved with to date have 
discussed nothing more than 
Teleprompter has been say¬ 
ing through their Public Re¬ 
lations firm, the committee 
•does not understand how the 
negotiations could have been 
jeopardized. Our only con¬ 
clusion is there must be an¬ 
other level of negotiations 
which the committee is not 
aware of, or involved in at 
this time. 

Every report to you per¬ 
sonally or at the City Coun¬ 
cil meetings was given as the 
committee’s report with the 
consent of all members and 
the approval of the city’s 


negotiator and attorney. 

You have insulted our in¬ 
tegrity, tried to demoralize 
our committee and done all 
in your power to eliminate 
the committee from the nego¬ 
tiations with Teleprompter. 
Although we are resigning as 
a committee for the City 
Council we shall never re¬ 
sign from the original task 
and goal to bring good cable 
TV reception to the citizens 
of Sierra Madre. 

Mayor Elaine Rudolph sub¬ 
mitted an answer to the re¬ 
signation in a release Tues¬ 
day morning and it follows: 

1 regret the Cable TV Study 
Committee has resigned. They 
have spent many hours doing 
a valuable service for over a 
year. 1 can understand their 
impatience with the final 
negotiations taking so long, 
but we are fortunate the un¬ 
happiness is with delay, not 
the substance of the 83 para¬ 
graphs of the agreement being 
negotiated. 

The December 8 deadline 
requested by the Council-ap¬ 
pointed, advisory Committee- 
approved negotiator had to 
be honored. The Mayor, the 
City Council and the very 
dedicated Advisory TV Cable 
Committee all desire the same 
thing — the best Cable TV 
for Sierra Maflre citizens at 
the least cost to the city and 
to the consumers in the fastest 
time possible. 

At last week’s council

cannon. There in front 
of you on the nose of 
the cannon are the words 
“Pro Gloria Et Patria.” 
Translated by Father 
Saunders the words mean 
“For glory and for 
fatherland.” 

Down near the breach 
are the words “Ultima 
Ratio Regis’’ and that 
loosely translated we de¬ 
cided, probably means 
“In the King’s Honor’' 
rather than “The ulti¬ 
mate reason is the King.” 
An ornate monarch’s 
scroll decorates that sec¬ 
tion of the barrel, also. 

The cannon was built 
inl905 in Essen, Ger¬ 
many. In his story about 
the cannon in an earlier 
edition of the News, Mark 
Miller laid bare the his¬ 
tory of the relic. It is, 
we know, a captured 


WWI cannon. Long live 
the cannon as it points its 
sights toward the top of 
the mountains. 

• Did any of you 
notice the sprinkling of 
powdered sugar snow on 
the fartherest mountain 
peaks this weekend fol¬ 
lowing the rains?

Sierra Madre Community 
Hospital was inundated with 
(mock) injured persons on 
Thursday evening, Nov. 19 
as they went through their 
semi-annual disaster exer¬ 
cise. 

The scenerio called for a 
collapse of the building at 
242 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. 
the Police and Fire facility, 
with approximately a dozen 
injured persons, many still 
trapped under the rubble. 

The hospital upon notifi¬ 
cation of the disaster mobi¬ 
lized its staff and established 
a triage area just outside the 
rear entrance upon the ar¬ 
rival of Dr. Carlton Burlison 
and Dr. Thomas Pickren. In 
the meantime staff and vol¬ 
unteers set up designated 
areas inside the hospital for 
initial treatment areas and 
holding areas where victims 
with less priority could await 
opening in treatment rooms. 

To make the scene more 
realistic power failure to the

Excellent Since Converter

of the poor reception on our 
Cable TV. Last week we 
had installed the new “con¬ 
verter.” Since then our pic¬ 
ture has been great. The color 
is very clear. If this is an 
example of the new system 
being installed then all of us 
can look forward to better 
viewing. 

It took Teleprompter a 
long time to act, and there 
were times when I would have 
been happy to see them leave. 
In the recent past they have 
been working on the new 
cable. Our reception is so 
much better.

My impression in using the ^ 
new General Instrument, Jer- 


rold No. 400 control with a 
remote hand held unit pro¬ 
vided by Teleprompter of" 
Sierra Madre follows: 

First the good things: The 
primary box that you place 
t)n your set or wherever you 
have room for it, has a good 
appearance and a visual sta¬ 
tion number display of good ' 
quality. The hand held unit 
has a minimum control over 
your set. This leaves the handi- ' 
capped or bed-ridden person 
with no control. 

The bad things: The Jer- 
rold No. 400 Control is not 
up to the state of the art , 
of TV Engineering. First and 
most important, neither the 
primary or remote control 
unit allows you to turn on 
or off A.C. power for your 
TV set. You have to turn 
your set on manually and 
with the Jerrold No. 400 
unit, by separate switches 
before your system is fully 
activated. 

The second and most con¬ 
cerning item is the trans- ' 
former and maybe other 
electrical items in the pri¬ 
mary unit are in 24 hours of 
the day for 365 days per year 
using 14 watts of power. The 
heat is noticeable in the pri¬ 
mary unit to the touch of 
your hand. This is a lot of 
power loss for an average of 
four hours’ use in our home 
for TV viewing, this amounts 
to 85 cents per month or a 
little over $10 per year by the 
scale I am charged by Edison 
Co. 

I also believe a transformer 
running continuously is a 
potential fire hazard. 

I believe the people of 
Sierra Madre are entitled to 
first class TV viewing of the 
12 stations available.

Sitting in the living room of her 
home deep in a Sierra Madre Can¬ 
yon, Lynette Heydorff, looks fondly 
down at her three week old daughter, 
Farrell Joan Heydorff, sitting in her 
lap.

the council to call a public 
hearing to be held as soon 
as possible "with the purpose 
of hearing the citizen views 
on the permit revocation.” 

Mayor Rudolph silenced 
Ryder, saying she believed 
the delicacy of the negotia¬ 
tions between the city and 
Teleprompter representatives 
should be respected until a 
final summation was pre¬ 
pared for the following coun¬ 
cil meeting (Dec. 8). 

The advisory committee, 
which includes Ryder, Boris 
Dobrotin, Frank Duerst, Frank 
Russo, Jim Haas and Charles 
Brown, also chose not to 
send a representative to the 
League of California Cities 
Seminar this week. Earlier 
they had accepted the mayor’s 
invitation for that meeting. 

Ryder designed the original 
log sheet, used by Sierra Ma¬ 
dre residents to track re 
ception of the local cable TV 
company since as early as 
April, 1980. 

Charles Corp, who was 
mayor on July 30, 1980 ap¬ 
pointed the following to the 
committee: Duerst, Brown, 
Haas, Dobrotin and John 
Patke who has since left 
Sierra Madre. Frank Russo 
joined the committee at that 
time. 

In early November, 1980, 
the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission came to 
Sierra Madre to research the 
problem and pronounced the 
cable signal inadequate.
